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"VEWB" 

Report on "Peter's" M«etlng vith ROSTÁS and LüRACS 
at Brusael®, 21 Hovwabep 1957. 

After fladi*ig the meaaage at the letterdrop on 19 Rov, 1957, Petar wairit to 
Bruaaela and 24 Ifov, at 2000 hoxira atood In fPont of the Theatre Flanan\t holding 
a nevapaper in hia hand. 

He %ms innadiately approacbed hy a preaentable^looking young nan vho sald to 
him, "Good evening, Gncle Michel", to vhiííh Petor replied, "Creetings, Monalour.** 

The eo^^tact tben proeeaded, aaying that he had recogniaed Fater and added tbat a 
eolleegue fron headqxiartere vaa valting fór then. 

After ahahing hands, the tbree mén vént to a reataiirant on Boulevard K« Jaecpaein 
(at the comer of me du Cirqxie), 

the reataurant the tvo mén Introduced themaelves, reapectively, aa ROSTÁS^ 
years old, hard face, email Hitler- type mouetache, does not epeak French, 
aoted Ilka the euperior of hia c^Bpanion, ^Aio vas called LUKACS, about 25 j^eara old, 
blond, no moostadie, very ftriendly type, apeaka Prencdi vary vall, knova Paris and 
the Hungarians there. 

(Vote: The mea arei Karoly ROSTÁS, bőim in Budapest in (l92^ Seoretary of 
the Mi-íistry^töf Foraign faira in Budapest; and Joeaef LUKACS, bőm 
in Pépest i- 1924, diplomatic official.) 

ROSTÁS asked Fater if it vere a long time slnce he had coae to the meeting 
piacé (Theatre Flanand) and Peter replied only, The ISth, after _f ind ing a rather 
▼ague note at the letterdrop." 

LUíCACxS sald he eaw Peter in Paris doring the nationel festiTal of 15 Mareh 
he ati^ded tvo yeara ago. ROSTÁS sald he had reál all of Peter *8 reports 
and nsked Peter if he vere satisfied vith the letterdrop fron the teehnioal point cf 
viev. P^ter emelned that nov vith the paric bare, too much could be seen - It vas 
«./> o« vmnld «p»ot tl«»%t to nAAS fOT a "svindler" should the 
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con telíts of the drop diaappear bafore he could get It. 

H06TAS repíted that tbey vere véli avaré of that hűt that the drop vili be < 

gradually abolished '^beoause ve alao prefer peraonal contacts*** When vili you i 

aee the Chlef (ZAKÓ)?" aelced ROSTÁS. Peter aeaveredi "I haye been oalled to )^ntch 
on 10 and 11 Decenber fór the United oongreas.* Acoordlng to Mr. AlMASST^ It vaa 
auppoaed to hava been beid in Septeaber bút la defl^^itely scheduled (nov) • I heve t 

reoeired the tnTltatlon#" 

KOSTA ^ sboved thet be vaa aatiafted and aaked vhat the order of the day vas. i 

Peter repíted t (a) the ^^ev atatuéfi (b) reletlons vlth the organisatlon of the 
Freedon Fightera. ROSTÁS iBBoadiately analyaed the actlvlty of the congresa. • 

Before l«tfltiencing the m entire groupi the chlef vili bogin vlth hia oloaeat 
coUaborators ; be vaa alao afraid that very fev people vould tabe the trouble to 
go to a large oo»«greaB» or that there vaan't enougb aoney or tloe fór a large 
congreaa. Peter aald that In hia oplnion it vaa the lack of tloe. 

ROSTÁS agreed and tbought that the Cbief vanted to make a apectacular reoorr- 
elliation vlth Béla KIRALf. Peter did not think so and seld that this vas alao 
the lapreaelon of DARROT, the Chlef s rlght-hand aan. 

ROSTÁS beid to hia oplnlont the Chlef and Béla KIRAX^ vili beoc»e reconclled 
beeauae that*s the vlah of the Amerlcans^ bút General Lajoe VERKSS la the aoat 

Intelligent one. He foUova erenta bút does not c o apro ai ae hisaalf. He la valting

been arreated at the tinó (in 1956) and of being freed only during the oounter- j 

revolutlon. Peter thought he vas too old. ROSTÁS elúced, "Vhere and hov doea he i

live?" Peter aald that he llved in Geraany vlth relatlYea. "Doea be reoelve 
help froo the Ü.S.A. ?" . "I bave no Idea", replied Peter. 

ROSTÁS then aaked vhether or not the MHBK racelved regular halp fron the O.S.A. 
or ftom another oover. "Ko", Peter aaíd. *'I ao eertaln there la no *re<7ular aid. 




parhaps occaalonal, bút I*in riot aura of that"* Aecordlng to BOSTAS, it la posaibXe 
that the MRBK is «^ow receiving American aid. "I do not think 80," Fater said. 

He aaidy "les, all the subsidies are nov and vili be reeonsidvredi fór examplet 
Tree Furope abolished the Hatiotial Cconittee (in Hew York) bút the majority of 
the fonaer mestbera stiU make the same mocey indivldually. Thua, the Pentagon la 
prese^^tly fnippoz*tÍng Bele fCZRAIY, bút that von*t laat. B^ind the aceies thare la 
a big atruggle to foreetall thia aubaldy. It may be that the MBBK ia receiving it 
(nov) bút la tér it vili certeinly be General VF 3 ®SS, Opportunity In the emigration 
belonga to hia. The Americana vili let KIRÁLY fali." 

Then ROSTÁS aaid, "We oame to diacuaa the aubject of our oountxy's O'^emies." 

"What enemiea?" 

"The ’accfundrela* vho are aent to Hungary to apy, and the even vorae •scoundrela 
- thoae vbo ae*^d thern." 

"Are there many at |MBent?" 

ROSTÁS then began an aceount prepared in advanoe* "Tea, there are icaniy* The 
ttlaerable acum vho left Hungary after the counter^revolution are eapable of anythlng» 
they are being taught in cempa. At flrat, ve in Hungary thougbt that theae campa 
were orga^ized to fönn an enigration any. That vas a miatake; theae oempe eodat, 
bút apiea and aaboteura are trained in them* 

At Peter's intervention, ROSTÁS aaid that theae agenta do not e«teor Hungary 
illa gally, bút aisply praaent themaelyea at the legatio^a aa repenting emigrea vho 
viah to be repstriated. ; 

On another queatio^, he again aaid that Hu^srian Induatry ia not an aiffl| the 
West knev, throu^ the enlgrea, the Hungárián Induatry and that baan*t dianged.

Petar sald he underatood, bút what a difficult taak It waa. ROSTÁS oontlnued, 
aáylng that he vas certai^ that theChlef handled alnllar taalca. He vas certaln 
that othara vetre alsó oeeuplad with th« • Vhat dcQuwtpy is paying th«m - addii^g: 

"The money oonea fron tba U.S.A. bút la ofta«^ dellvarad throu^ tha intenaadiaxy 
6f othar countriaa. We ahould flnd out lAiat thla channal la, Whara ara thaaa 
training oaspai how ara tha raoroita obtainadv thelr exact vork, vho are thoaa 
being trai^^f vho ara tha i«^atruotora« Hov do they aalaot tha raorulta. A 
dataiXed report Bxust be mede of all thla." 

Petar aold that there vas *^o tralnl^^g In Belgium. 

Accordlng to ROSTÁS, that vaa not exactly Kr'OWn. "In atty event, if you ara 
aaked your oplnlon on an Hungárián, glve your opinion aincaraly bút infom ua aa 
aoon aa poaaibla bacauae it coold be a recruit on vhcn you amat giya advice." 

ROSTÁS aaked I "Víhat do you know about tréining i^' Spaln?" "ffothlivg nav," 
páter aaid, "all I hava learnad haa been givan to you." 

"Wa ere very grateful to you fór it, va agreed with your oplnion and thlnk, 
aa you do, that there la not much training golfig o*>. 1^ %iain. Kevartheleaa, thla 
tmlnling could aerva to főm cadrea and, in thla caae, around ten inatructora 
turnéd out per year are suffloj&ant. Raaain álért to all tbat you haar concernlng 
Barcélo^, 8t. Sebaatlan, Ceuta, Tangler, vhidi are tha narva centere. 

RCSt&S aakad Fater how long ha vili stay In Munlch. "Threa or four daya,** 
he rapliad. "Stay at laaat a veek and take your vife along • auch a Job requlrea 
tlme fór obaervatlon. Wa raallze that you mlght not be able to answer all the ' 
queatione, bút try to obtain aa mxdh infomatlon as poaaibla. Don*t worry about 
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Peter ssld he vaa happy that they realized tbe diff leül tles and aald tiiat 
theae were dutles U addltion to those oxeouted up to nov. "Tea, we know thatj 
certai'wly^ polltlcal taelca are aa laportant, \but at preaent lt*e mllltary aaalgn- 
meríts that are nresalng.

ROSTÁS cov^tinuedi "Are you faadllar wlth the GKHICT organlaatlo*' In OemaTiy?"

Peter eteted that theae aaeignmenta dlffered a great deal from hla fomer 
aaalgnflMnts and aaked If (though tben) he vere being contacted hy the aame 
service as hefore (i*e« AVR)« 

"Tea," rep lled ROSTÁS, "you ean be certaln lt*s the aaae organlzatlon, the 
aane mén, the aame filea, offlce, etc." 

"And the aame name," added Peter. 

"Tbe neme la not of great Importanoe," aald ROSTÁS. At the oomentV there 
la no neme. A^'d you must underatand that ainoe the agenta are partlcularly 
intereated in the Soviet Amy, headquarters nov collaboratea more clooely vlth 
Sovlet experta."

UTKACS then poaed aeveral queatlona:

Poter aaked fór ncva of FÜREDI. 

•"He la flnd and aends you greetlv^ga, as véli aa KOVÁCS.” 

After pmlalng the reoonatruotlon in the country, he raiaed the questlo*^ of 
the ^zt meetlng. 

LUKACS auggeated the 27th or 28th, or sometlme before Munlch. 

ROSTÁS vaa not in favor of It. "IV a uaeleas^ bút íjnnedlately after Kunlch. 
On the 20th you ehould pút your feport In the letterdrop aw3 go to dieck It on 
the 23rd. Then you vili fl*^d Inatructlons fór the next meeting, vblch vili take 
p}ace around 20 January, perhapa vlth perhape vltb LUKACS, or a thlrd peraon." 

Uefore parting, ROSTÁS (in a propagandlsing tone - aic) aald again that 
headquartera appreelated hia l^fomlngf thanked him and epcpected hin to do hla 
utnoat. 

LOT.CS gave 10,000 franca to Peter and the lattor took leave of hia two 
contacts arcúid 2300 houra. 

ROSTÁS drev Páter* a attontlon to the fact tbat, being in the Intelligenoe 
Service, be muat oontinue to vork tovard veakenlng the unity of the emigratlon. 
Mudi vas to be aald fór avoiding reooneiliationa, uniósa the Ohiaf favored tham. 
The point Boat be readhed vbere deaervlng mén return to Hungary and the rest 
remein iaolated, opposlng eadi other, and abeorbed as quickly aa poaaible by 
their adooted country. 

”Stey avay from the név organlzationa* Act reaerved and do not engage In too 

nudi activity. Sometlmea an 'appearanoa* and a speech. Tbat* a all. The név 
orpranizations vili fali - it is not r^ecessary to fali vith thea." ^
